BURRO ORDINANCE INVALID: 
COMPROMISE MEASURE SOUGHT 


Grand Army Commander Will 
Address lowans at Their 
Annual Picnic. 


Too Many Measures Proposed 
for Creation of Mountain 
Game Preserves. 


City officials are restrained by In¬ 
junction from enforclnK ordinance No. 
144 reKardinK the keeping of burros 
In the city of Sierra Madre. The re¬ 
straining order was issued by Judge 
Shenk of the superior court in re¬ 
sponse to the petition of John Hoyd, 
owner of one of the corrals on Moun¬ 
tain Trail Avenue. 

Under Ordinance No. 144 the es¬ 
tablishment of burro corrals was made 
subject to the consent of owners of 
nearby property. Judge Shenk held 
that this was an undue delegation of 
power on the part of the city trus¬ 
tees and that the ordinance was 
therefore invalid. 

City Attorney Montgomery inter¬ 
posed a demurrer in behalf of the city 
recorder, which was sustained and the 
recorder was omitted from the list 
of officials enumerated in the restrain¬ 
ing order. The point was more tech¬ 
nical than practical so far as the or¬ 
dinance in question was concerned. 

.Mr. Montgomery raised another 
point based on the fact that ordinance 
No. 144 repealed a previous restric¬ 
tive ordinance. If No. 144 In invalid, 
does the ordinance which It was in¬ 
tended to supercede remain In force? 
Judge Shenk refused to make a rul¬ 
ing on that question, saying the point 
was not Involved in the case at is¬ 
sue. Mr. .Montgomery and the city 
officials were left to decide for them¬ 
selves whether to proceed under the 
older ordinance, to pass a new or¬ 
dinance or to let the matter drop. 

Mr. Boyd’s Position 

Mr. Boyd has tried to make It clear 
that he is willing to abide by the 
wishes of the people of the community, 
regarding the point as more than a 
mere neighborhood issue. Nobody 
questions the value to Sierra Madre 
of the business of furnishing saddle 
and pack animals to the mountain 
climbers. The question involved is 
the proper location of the stables and 
corrals. Mr. Boyd takes the position 
that the logical place Is near the end 
of the car line. Residents of the 
neighborhood who object to the cor- 
cals being near their homes say the 
corrals should be close to the moun¬ 
tains. Mr, Boyd says there Is no 
place available near the mountains 
which would be on the line of travel 
for the Big Santa Anita canyon, which 
Is the exclusive field of his business. 

Two Los Angeles papers on Tues¬ 
day reported that the Injunction fight 
had been won by the city. The facts 
were directly the opposite, and many 
people were misled by the statements 
which were difficult to understand, 
except on the ground that the re¬ 
ports had been Inspired. Ehen then, 
the motive back of such action would 
be difficult to understand. 

Both Mr. Boyd and Mr. Hoegee who 
has a corral adjoining Mr. Boyd's de¬ 
clare that they have not kept and do 
not expect to keep burros In these cor¬ 
rals over night, but take them to the 
corrals in the Little Santa Anita wash. 
What they want is headquarters for 
loading pack animals and letting out 
saddle animals where It will be con¬ 
venient to persona coming In on the 
Pacific Electric. They have agreed that 


If necessary to prevent damage to 
property in that vicinity the burros will 
be tied together when being taken back 
and forth so that there will be less 
liability of the animals running over 
private property. 

Defense Dr^tped 

At last night’s meeti'lv' of the city 
trustees .Attorney Montgoioery recom¬ 
mended that defense of ti. i Injunc¬ 
tion suit be dropped, the gra„»ing of 
the temporary injunction showing that 
the ordinance under which It was 
brought was clearly invalid. The trus¬ 
tees so ordered. 

It was then suggested that a con¬ 
ference be held between the attorneys 
on l)oth sides to see if some satisfac¬ 
tory ordinance could not be framed up 
and submitted to the property owners 
of the neighborhood for approval. That 
was agreed upon. 

Condemnation Proceeding* 

W. S. Andrews appeared before the 
board in relation to condemnation of 
the sidewalk strip on West Central. 
The matter of securing appraisers to 
serve without pay and reduction of the 
condemnation expenses was discussed. 
It was finally agreed that City Attor¬ 
ney Montgomery should meet with 
Messrs. Andrews, Clark and Norris 
next Tuesday in an attempt to get to¬ 
gether on the mode of proceedure. 

Trustee Moote asked why the side¬ 
walk strip in question had not been 
donated like the rest of Central ave¬ 
nue frontage when the street was 
widened. Mr. Andrews said it was on 
account of the store buildings which 
would have extended over the line. He 
said that he had twice donated over 
500 feet of frontage on which shade 
trees had been planted, and had borne 
the expense of removing the trees, for 
the widening of Central avenue. 

Water Oevslopmant 

Plans were discussed for the further 
development of the city’s well No. 2 
in the Little Santa Anita wash, so as 
to make it available for use. City En¬ 
gineer Bixby was instructed to prepare 
plans for the proper casing of the well 
and putting the shaft in usable condi¬ 
tion for an additional depth of at least 
100 feet. 


Pasadena Star.—That Pasadena 
bids fair to have serious trouble In 
Its effort to establish a game refuge 
In the Angeles national forest north cf 
the Crown City, is the belief of For¬ 
est Supervisor f.’harlton and Presi¬ 
dent Lukens of the board of trade, af¬ 
ter receiving copies of two bills In¬ 
troduced In the last session of the leg¬ 
islature. Not only are the two hills 
which the introduced regarded as dan¬ 
gerous to the Pasadena bill, Introduced 
hy Assemblyman Fish of Pasadena, 
but It Is stated by Mr. Charlton that 
the hunters are organizing to fight 
lhes«- measures and this may endanger 
the 1)111 which Mr. Fish presented. 

The two measures which are re¬ 
garded as dangerous were introduced 
respectively hy Senator J. N. Ander¬ 
son of Orange, and Assemblyman L. 
L. Lostutter of Pomona, q’he latter 
1)111, in particular, is the one objected

Thousands of lowans besides all the 
i)l<l Hawkeye soldier boys will want 
to see Dave Palmer and there will 
be an iinjjromptu rer'eptiori for him 
following the program. Then there 
will be our former vice-president of 
the ITnited States, Hon. (tharles W. 
Fairbanks, who made such a bit with 
the lowan.M bust year. He will iilso l)e 
one of the speakers. 

The drum corps of the soldiers’ 
home made up of Iowa "Boys” will 
stir the pulses of the multitude with 
martial music. 


Extensive Improvements preparatory 
to aubdivlsion into the highest class of 
residence property are to be undertaken 
soon In the Baldwin property just 
south of Sierra Madre by Mrs. Anita 
Baldwin. Application has been made 
to the city of Sierra Madre for a tem¬ 
porary supply of water to be used for 
Construction purposes. 

It is understood that Mrs. Baldwin 
expects to have the Improvements 
completed before placing the proi)crty 
on the market. Something of the scale 
on which the thing Is to be done is 
shown by the fact that drives arc to be 
laid out and paved, water, gas and 
sewer pipes are to be laid, and con¬ 
duits will be Installed to carry all tele¬ 
phone and ele.ctric light and power 
wires. There will be no overhead wires 
in the tract. 

Having spent a small fortune in Hie 
development of her homo place, 
"Anokla,’’ Mrs. Baldwin evidently In¬ 
tends to have the surrounding terri¬ 
tory kept U|) to the same high sluiid- 
ard. riio tract Is one of malibless 
beauty and Its dcveloi)mcnt under her 
direction will be watclicd wltii Inter¬ 
est, for she will doubtless Come as near 
to realizing its full possibilities as uiij 
one could. 

Some of the acreage near Arcadia is 
already on the market and the price 
Is understood to be something like 
I6UU0 an acre In live-acre lots. on 
this basis the price of the property 
below Sierra Madre may be expected 
to bring rather fancy prices when the 
subdivision Imiirovemeiits are com¬ 
pleted. 

As to the sale of water by the city 
of Sierra Madre outside the city limits 
two methods are open In case the 
trustees decide they have the water to 
spare. They can sell tlie water from 
nuiiith to nuinlh wltlunit a contract, or 
they can make a contract for a year 
by iiHssing an ordinance declaring that 
there Is a siiriilus of water above the 


city’s needs. In either case the water 
rate must be the same as that charged 
witliin the city limits. No action has 
lieen lAkcti on the application so far. 


NEW FLAG NEEDED

ion of a number of peoiile who have 
been heard to comment on the sub¬ 
ject. F. (). Nichols says he has seen 
battle Hags in Virginia wiilch were 
no worse off. and suggests that the 
ragge d and faded remnant of the star 
spangled banner now flying over the 
city hall might lie sent to Sacramento 
to be preserved among the war relics.

Include Whole Reserve 

The i>rlnclpal objection to both of 
these hills is that they create the en¬ 
tire Angelus national forest Into one 
game reserve of over 11.000,000 acres 
where*is the liill that Pasadena favors 
creates only a comiiaratlvely small 
part a refuge. Pasadena never planned 
to close up the entire reserve to the 
hunters, knowing how great would be 
the objection to such a course. 

Not only does the Lostutter bill, 
numbered assembly hill No. 691, ex¬ 
tend the refuge for game so that it 
covers the entire reserve, but it also 
provides for a state commission to 
look after such a game refuge. Mr. 
Lukens believes that the handling of 
the matter sliould be In the hands of 
the forest supervisor for, otherwise, 
he believes, there would be a con¬ 
flict of authority. 

Would Stop All Hunting 

Senator Anderson’s bill, senate tilll 
•No. 939, is a very brief measure. It 
Iirovides that no game save wildcats 
and mountain lions may be killed and 
these may be killed only with the con¬ 
sent of the. authorities. It makes the 
currying of any arms except pide- 
arms, anywhere in the forest reserve, 
eonclusive evidence that the one with 
the weapons Is a hunter and as such 
subject to the law. 

Assemblyman Fish’s bill, assembly 
bill 1114, is a far different measure 
and makes the proposed game refuge 
but a portion of the reserve. It is 
the measure which Pasadena has been 
planning on for over a year. 

President Lukens of the Pasadena 
board of trade Is planning a confer¬ 
ence with C. D. Daggett, chairman of 
the game refuge committee, in the near 
future .and they may decide to call 
a meeting of the board to take further 
action.

liwltig to the great number of meas¬ 
ures introduced in the legislature a 
eomiih'te stuily of them would be an 
endless job. Hut the Index system 
of the book above referred to makes 
easy the invistIgatlon of bills on any 
subject in which one liapiieiis to tie 
Interested. Persons wi.slilng to refer 
to these (locumcnis will he gladly ac¬ 
commodated at the News office. 


One fourth of the children entering 
the common schools of the state leave 
at the end of the sixth grade, less 
than one half of them complete the 
grade, and less than fifteen 


eighth 

per cent comiilete the high school. 

These facts are set forth in the ari- 
mia! report of the Comnils.sioner of 
Industrial .and Vocational Eilucatlon, 
which further states that these young 
people, who are not able to secure a 
university course and who are em- 
liloyed in the common occuiiallons of 
life, have rcoeivi'd very little training 
in the imhlic schools that is directly 
applicable to the needs of their sev¬ 
eral callings. 

Promote Trade Training 

If the vocallonal educational bill, 
introduceil In the Senate by Stro- 
lirldge, goes through, it will do much 
to change this condition. The pur- 
Iiosc of the act, as exiircsscd In its 
title, Is to encourage instruction In 
iigriculturul. industrial. trade, com¬ 
mercial and other iiractieal subjects 
In the elementary and high schools 
of the state. It tirovldes for the es¬ 
tablishment and maintenance of part- 
time day and evening vocational 
schools. 

Should the measure Introduced be¬ 
come a law, It is believed that It wll 
stimulate the various communities of 
the state to provide practical Instruc¬ 
tion to these young tieoplc through 
the estalillshment of day vocational 
continuation schools. 

School for Adults 

There are also a great many mature 
men anti women under employment 
who need certain school training sup- 
Iilementary to their occvipatlons. I'heir 
need <'iin bo met only through the es¬ 
tablishment of evening vocational 
schools. 

The act provides that vocational 
eotirses may be comlucted In any sult- 
al)lc j)lnce provided by local school 
authorities. This will make it possi¬ 
ble for classes to be established In 
the places wherein |)upil8 are employ¬ 
ed. if such places are found to be more 
convenient and more advantageous 
than the regular school rooms. 

Choosing Life Work 

Provision Is also made for the em¬ 
ployment of vocational guidance ex¬ 
perts to assist the young people In 
«'hoosliiK suitable occupations. In ad¬ 
dition to the aid already received hy 
the local districts under the present 
state law. aid la provided in an 
amount not to exceed onc-third of the 
amount expended for instruction in 
the vocntioiV'l subjects. 

It Is hoped that this additional aid 
wilt also stimulate local communities 
to supplant the courses already ex¬ 
isting In the public schools t)y a var¬ 
iety of courses preparing for the var¬ 
ious common occupations of the com¬ 
munity. 

It is provided that any vocational 
school or class receiving state aid 
must be approved by the State Board 
of Education, and local boards of edu- 
<-ntlon are required to provide for lo¬ 
cal boards of Inspection to be com¬ 
posed of an equal number of employes 
and employers. The duty of this board 
will be to see that the vocational 
courses Introduced shall be made as 
practical ns possible.

CONSERVATION MEASURES 

■V number of conservation bills have 
been introduced in the legislature. 
The necessity for the conservation of 
the natural resources of the state is 
shown in the l)llls in both Senate and 
.Assembly. Senate Bill No. 393. by 
Senator Cogswell, provides for a Sec¬ 
retary of Natural Resources, under 
whom will he consolidate*! several 
bureaus. The general result will be 
efficiency and economy In the admin¬ 
istration of all the different depart¬ 
ments. There will be three bureaus, 
to be known as the Bureau of Forestry, 
the Bureau of Fish and Game, and 
the Bureau of Public Lands, the three 
directors of which, with the Gover¬ 
nor. shall constitute an advisory 
board to the Secretary. 

The Deportment of Natural Re¬ 
sources will administer all laws re¬ 
lating to forestry, fish and game and 
other matters of conservation. It 
shall al.so co-operate with the Itnited 
States, or with persons, associations 
or corporations along these linos. It 
shall also have the assistance of the 
I'nlversity of California In carrying 
out certain lines of work. Assembly¬ 
man Encell has Introduced the sj>me 
hill In the .Assembly (.A. B. No. 490). 

Forest i)rotectlon is provided for In 
Senate Bill No. 348. Introduced by 
Senator Kchoe of Humboldt County 
(A. H. No. 491 by Encell). I'hese hills 
follow closely Hie Oregon and AVash- 
ington forest fire laws, which have 
proven practical in every respect. 
They provide for co-operation between 
the Federal Forest Service, the State 
and private owners, which is recog¬ 
nized hy all authorities to be the 
basis of any efficient and economical 
system of forest protectfon.

The best known of the origl- 
‘ oal BttMit portnlta of Washington la untliilsbed It hangs In the Mn- 
aaum of Pine Arts, In Boston. In the life of Giliicrt Stuart, by George G. Ma- 
aoa. Is to ha found a reason for the unfinished state of the Washington portrait. 
The book says that "this portrait gave Stuart more sstlsfactlou than any other 
portrait of Washington that he bad painted, and as be was not to deliver It 
oatU It wae completed he took care never to put In the tmckground. In thla 
way ha managed to retain It" It la aald, however, that the real reason for tha 
lacamplata stats of the portrait differs from that given In the book. On tho 
authority of William Lanier Washington, hereditary representative of Georg* 
Washington In the Society of the Cincinnati, It may be said that George 
Washington did not like Gilbert Stuart and would not sit until the portrait 
was llnlsbad. Re bad agreed to pose for the painter only after the latter had 
promised to present the Onlahed portrait to hla sitter But when Washington 
would no longer grant him any sittings Stuart kept hla word to deliver the 
llalahed painting only by neglecting to complete It He made many finished 
eoptaa, which he sold. Other artists copied It also, and It was engraved rrw 
qnantly. Stuart offered It to the state of Massachusetts for $1,000, but It waa 
daaltned. After his death hla widow aold IL with the companion portrait of 
Mii. Waahlngton. for $1,500.

out objection, interference or interrup¬ 
tion of any kind whatsoever, and the 
owners of the said parcel of land, if 
any, during the said aliove mentioned 
perioii h.«ve never excluded the peo¬ 
ple from the use, occuiiation and en¬ 
joyment thereof as a i)ublic street, but 
on Ihe contrary, such owners, if any, 
have at all times permitted, invited 
and caused, and do now permit, invite 
and cause the public generally to use 
and enjoy the same and the whole 
thereof as a pul)llc street, ojienly, con¬ 
tinuously and notoriously, without oli- 
jection. interference or interruption of 
any kind or nature whatsoever; 
and sucti owners, if any, have at all 
times failed and do now fail to take, 
assume, elaim or assert possession of 
said parcel of land or any part thereof 
in any manner or for any purpose 
uhat<-ver: 

NOW THI-jHEFORE. the Board of 
Trustees of the City of ttierra Madre 
do ordain a.s follows: 

SECTION 1. That that portion of 
.Mount Wilson Trail l.ving within the 
city limits of Ihe City of Sierra .Madre. 
running generally in a northerly di- 
r.ction from the north line of Mira- 
inoiite .-\venue to the city limits of said 
City of Sierra Madre, and more par¬ 
ticularly sliown on the map thereof 
preimred by Win. F. Hixhy, City Engi¬ 
neer. upiiroved by the Hoanl nnd on 
tile witli the City Clerk, by this refer¬ 
ence thereto made a imrl hereof. 

SECTION 2. Tliat the said parcel of 
land desi-rihed in Section 1 of tills ordi¬ 
nance he and tile .sttme is hereby de¬ 
clared to he for public street purvtoses, 
and same is hereby declared to be and 
is established as a public street to be 
named, known and designated as the 
Mount VVlIson Trail.

pose, and upon and after thirty days 
from said luihlleatlon same shall take 
etTeet ami hi- in fori'e. T'he City Clerk 
Is also Instructed to file said map for 
record in the County Recorder's ollice 
in the County of Eos .•\ngcles, State of 
California.

WASHINGTON FOR EXPANSION 


S. R. G. TWYCROSS 


Urged Acquisition of Wbstern Territory 

to Keep Foreigners From Getting It. 

Very interesting to all students of 
American blstory is a letter from 
George Wusblngton to Jacob Read of 
South Gurollna, who served us a major 
of volunteers during the Revolution, 
was taken prisoner and was confined 
foi four years at SL Augustine, FTa. 
He was afterward a member of the 
ContinentHi congress and United States 
senator 

The letter Is dated Mount Vernon. 
.Nov 3. 1784. and deals with various 
matters Intimately connected with the 
future prosperity of this country 
Washington complains that specula¬ 
tors are recklessly seizing lands on 
the northwe.st side of the Ohio and 
thereby making war with the Indians. 
He then proposes a remedy; 

Purchase. If possible, as much land of 
them Immediately back of us os would 
make one or two states, according to the 
extent congress would design or would 
wish to have them of and which may be 
fully Bticquale to all our present purposea. 
Fix such a price upon the lands so pur¬ 
chased as would nut be too exorbitant and 
nurihensome for real occupiers, but high 
enough to discourage monopolizers. De¬ 
clare all steps heretofore taken to pro¬ 
cure lands on the N W side of the Ohio 
contrary to the prohibition of congress 
to be null and void, and that any person 
thereafter who shall presume to mark, 
survey or settle lands beyond the limits 
of the new states and purchased lands 
shall not only be considered an outlaw, 
but fit BUblect for Indian vengeance 

He then discusses with vigor the 
vital Importance of opening up the 
western territories to Amerlonn enter 
prise and colonization by means of wa 
terways and roads lie adds: 

It Is to prevent the trade of the west¬ 
ern territory from settling In the hands 
either of the Spaniards or British—if 
either of these happen there Is a line of 
separation at once drawn between the
